CORTES. 


The re-establishment of the Constitution of 


the Cortes in Spain must prove a most flatter- 
ing event to the friends of learning and civili- 
zation.

one party over another in political bustle, but 
the triumph of liberty and civilization over des- 
potism' sviperstition and ignorance. 


The following sketch of the Spanish Consti- 


tution, framed by the Corte», to which a consi- 
derable number of wise institutions are added.is 
at the present time tufficienily interesting to be 
communicated our Readers.

By the third articethe sue power is inve-ted 
in the Cortes, and the government heroine» » 
popular one.

which bore the name ofroyal are now altered 
into national, namely the national arrov, the 
national navy, &,c. 
By the subsequentdecisions 
of the Cortes, the hit. h Tribunal of Inquisition 
bss been aboli.hed, the levcnui s of the clrrcv 
reduced, and several important mi «sures in the 
government adopted. 
But neither the nobility 


or the clergy were convoked to the assembly 
of the Cones. 'This created snch a spirit «if 
discontent among the clergy, that they enticed 
the king to publish the decree of extermination 
against theCoites, whereby he decUred them 
guilty cf high treason.

tain of honors, but now a mere memento of the 
fragility of all earthly grandeur. 
lv addition 


to the .solemnity induced by this general re- 
flection, every heart seemed to feel personally 
s particular grief at the loss of a friend and 
father. 
The united force of these ideas produ- 


ced together such deep and reverential sorrow, 
that We are persuaded lhat few persons could 
have witnessed the scene without becoming 
more reasoning and serious, if oot wiser and 
better beings: it Was a spectacle to teach even 
" heedless rambling impulse how to think," 


Among the distinguished persons of opposi- 


tion who had come to pay their homage to the 
.memory of 'heir venerable sovereign, were the 
dyke of Bedford, earl Grey, tbe earl of Lav 
derdale ; and it was gratifying to see that those 
who diff.-red in all points of politics, agreed in 
one thing— that all the respect which 
indivi- 


duals have it in their power to bestow, should be 
paid to him who had co long adorned and beau- 
tified the kingly office with mild wisdom and 
undeviating worth. 
As the procession slowly 


moved along, the several dukes wbo had been 
appointed to bear the pall, were observed, con- 
sisting of the dukes of Wellington, Buccieugh, 
Newcastle, Dorset, Nor'humberland and Athol. 
The canopy over the coffin was born by msr- 
quisses, among whom were the marq.ii s■ 
""« of 


¡SuiF rd, Buckingham, and Cholmondeley.— 
Almost immediately before the coffin, a mu*t 
irapo.-ing effect was produced by the array of 
national banners, carried by different noble* 
men 
The union banner was carried by lord 


Grenville, St. George's banner by lord How- 
ard of Effingham, the grand royal banner by 
lord Hill, the banner of Scotland by I. rd Clin- 
ton, the banner of Ireland by lord Heidfort, 
snd the banners of Hanover and Bruntwitii by 
two noblemen, whose p-rsons cou-d not be dis 
tinguisli d. 
As soon as the coffi.i appeared 


round the coiner of the aisle, the sing-r» of iha 
different choirs, who were followed by the dean 
of Windsor, struck op the solemn service of ''I 
know ihat myßedeemer liveth." This beautiful 
anthem lasted till the corpse was carried into 
the chapel and placed on the tressles. 
Imme- 


diately after the coffin followed the duke of 
Vork as chief mourner ; next him weot the 
duke of Clareece, the duke of Sussex, the duke 
of Gloucester, and piince Leopold. 
The fine 


manly aspect of the latter, imbued as it is with 
seriousness snd suffering, made a great im- 
pression on the spectators—As soonra» the pro- 
cession was completely arranged in the chapel, 
the dean of Windsor, assisted on this occasion 
by the arch-bishop of Canterbury, commenced 
the service. 
Tbe psalms were then chaanted 
by perhaps the fullest choir, ever heard " it con- 
sisted of the principal voices of the Chapel Roy- 
al of St. James and St. George's chapel; Air. 
Knyvett prended at tbe organ. 
Messrs. Vaug- 
han, W. Knyvett, J. B. Sale, and Marshall, 
sang with a solemn sweetness that divested the 
mind of all st.blun.try thoughts and filled it with 
pious roosings. 
After XeBi'» anthem of " Hear 
my prayer," the choir performed that sublime 
piece,"I heard a voice from Heaven." 
At the 
conclusion ofthe service, and previous to the 
last collect and blessing, the funeral anthem, 
composed by Handel for queen Caroline, was 
sung by the full band. 
One pnrtion, in which 
the voices of the buys alone were employed, 
was a master piece ofdeliciousenchanting har- 
mony. 


When this anthem was finished, the dean 
read the prayer which accompanies the lower- 
ing ofthe body into the grave; and it is Im- 
possible to describe the thrilling awe of every 
bosom as the throwing of the dust resounded 
from the royal coffin; this awe was still fur- 
ther heightened to those in the chapel, from 
whose eyes the coffin had slowly and gradually 


diaappe _r d, without hands, and as if it had 
been mysteriously withdrawn by some superna- 
tural power. 
Sir Isaac Heard then read ihe 
titles of his late majesty, but in a voice less 
firm 
than 
usual. This tremulousness 
was, 


however the effect of grief rather than of age. 
The 
service being 
concluded, Mi. Knyvett 


played a solemn voluntary, and the procession 
returned nearly to the same order iv which it 
came. 


Thus ended the most .awful and magnificent 


ceremony which any British sulject now lining 
ever wimessed in this country ; a ceremony, 
not merely adorned with all those appendages 
of grandeur which belong as 
matter of course 
to all royal funerals, 
but rendered 
sublime 


by the voluntary and heatfelt homage of count- 
less thousands nf affectionate subjects, who had 
thronged to the last obs quies of their king, not 
from the ¡die coriosiiy of seeing a grand ex- 
hibition, but lo shed a last tear over tbe grave 
of a fatlier and freind.

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


MARCH 23. 
Air. Randolph rose, and, after some feeling 
remarks, expr<.s*ive olf the grief wnh which he 
was filled, by the recent melancholy occurrence 
of ill : death of that distinguished naval officer, 
commodore Decatur, which he rather alluded 
to, i han annnuced, called the attention ofthe 
House to sundry resolutions,!he import of which 
was, that, when it adjourns, it will adjourn to 
meet again on Saturday ; tl.at it will attend the 
funeral of the late com. Decatur on to morrow 
and that its tnembei» will, in respect to the me- 
mory of the deceased, Wear crape on the left 
arm, for the remainder ofthis session. 


Air. Taylor of New York,required a division 


of the question on these resolutions, to take it 
separately on each. 


Air. Randolph intimated that, if there was 


the least objection lo the resolutions as moved, 
he should withdraw them. 


Mr Taylor of New York said that, in oppos- 
ing this motion, hefeit it due to himseif, tp state 
that, in respect for the memory and public servi- 
ces of the deceased, be yielded to no member 
of thisHouse—not even io the. honorable gentle- 
man from Virginia. 
But it is with the most 


painful regret (-ays Mr. T.) I am constrained 
lo say that, be died in the violation of the laws 
of God and his country. 
I therefoie can not 


consent, however deeply bis loss isdepiored by 
this House in common with the nation, to vote 
the distinguished and unusual honors proposed 
by these resolutions. 


Air. Randolph then withdrew the resolves he 


had offered ; and moved thai the bouse do now 
adjourn 


The question on this motion was taken, by 


yeas and nays, and it was decided iv tbe nega- 
tive, by 83 votes to 50. 


New-York, MarchZS —By the congressional 


journalit ha» been seen, that on Thursday last, 
Air. ilttiidoiphintroduced several lesoiution» re- 
garding the death ntid funeral of com. Decatur, 
the particular object of which was, that the 
House, as such should pay a marked respect to 
the occasion, and to his memory, 
it is with 


sincere graiilic.alion that we find the resolutions 
were opposed by Mr. Taylor, a member from 
this state 
That the deceased Was »n officer of 


rli t _ii,ui-h«d bravery and talents, and that he 
bad rendered eminent services to his country, 
will be readily admitted by every one ; and if 
he h*d lost his life in the duties of his profession, 
or had fallen a victim to d.s.ase or misfortune, 
the whole country wou'd have united in lament- 
ing hi» d'-cease, and in paying distinguished 
honours to his memory. 
But he died 'as afool 
dielh'I—he lost his life in a manner thai disgra- 
ce» our country, and ieave» a deep stain on his 
own reputation—in tbe just and emphatic lan- 
guage of Air. Taylor, " he diedm the violation 
of the tawsof God and his country.'' 


In the view of the law of God, commodore 


Decatur 
was murdered—in the spirit of the 


tame law,he was himselfa murderer—for, "with 
malice aforethought," he sought the life of his 
antagonist. 
Besides, the specific deed which 


brought him to the grave, is expressly forbid- 
den and rendered highly penal by the laws of 
the United States, regulating the service to 
which he was attached 
With what propriety, 


under these circumstances, couldthe legislativa 
body, who made those laws, and whose solemn 
duty it is not to countenance, but to prevent, 
their violation, by a formal vote, confer extra- 
ordinary honours upon the memory of a man, 
who, almost in their view, hid trampled their 
authority under foot ? 
Had they done it, had 


these indiscreet and improper resolution» pass- 
ed, the next step should hare been to repeal 
the laws themselves ; for if the legislature will 
set such an example, their laws and their pen- 
alties will be laughed io «corn by that part of 
the community who feel disposed to adjust their 
dispute» by the pistol or the mujket. 


To Mr. Taylor, for his firmness and indepen- 


dence on this «nil other occasions, the thanks 
of the country are due. 
In the midst of such 
excitement, as the death of such an officer in 
such a shocKing manner must have produced, 
it required no ordinary degree of both those 
qualities, torise in opposition to a motion which 
on almost every other occasion, would have 
been not only popular but proper, and would 
have met with uuauimuus support. But virtu- 


ous pinciple, and a conscientious regard to hit 
duty,silenced all other considerations, and bs 
feailesly _nd successfully opposed a measure, 
whiebwas highly improper in itself, and which 
woult probably have been attended with the 
most niscbievous consequences. 
Norare we less gratified to find so large a 
majorty of the House of Representatives, indi- 
rectly supporting Mr. Taylor in the course lhat 
he so manfully pursued. 
After 
withdrawing 


his rtsolutious, Air. Randolph renewed his mo- 
tion br an adjournment, which was negatived 
by a 
ote of 8¿ io 50 
The yeas and my» on 
this quei-tjon have not reached v* ; we shall po* 
biishthem as soon as the are received. 
Th; votaries of honour have ni w f.tf re th- in 
an event, by which, If lhèy am it.us disposed, 
they nay «can their pernicious principles, and 
ascer.sm their practical conseqm noes 
Com- 
modore De-atur died to sure his honour. Ad 
wheri is his honour? 
The legislature tí his 


country, who would gladly, under diff.-r- nt c r- 
cumslances, have tesiified ibeii highest rt spi it 
for hi» services and character, and ibeir dtep~*t 
symfathy for hi» loss, have fnund 
themselves 
obliged, by a solemn regard to their duiy, to 
wiihiuld from his memo y that rtspectfu. no- 
tice, which v would have been his highest ho- 
nour to have received. 
Arid, if any other evi- 
dence shall 
be required, let them titit the 
widow of this ur.fnriunate man, and there seek 
for {ratification in the spechless sorrow, the 
heartrendingagony the bitter desolationandwoe 
under which she is suffering, and ihen stamp 
their real value'upon the laws of honour.
